Members of the Enterprise City 
Council and local investors hoping to 
redpen the plant met with the com- 
mission last week and stated the 
company would be a home-operated 
industry and would provide job stability 
to over 400 families. 

At Tuesday's meeting the com- 
mission passed a resolution lending all 
support available under current statutes 
and agreed to grant tax-exempt status 
for a period of five years. 


Also at Tuesday’s meeting, County 
Attorney Rowe informed the commis- 
sion that two new circuit judges had 
been appointed to hear cases involving 
the county. Circuit Judge William 
Gordon has been appointed to rule on a 
petition seeking declaratory judgment 
on the legality of a 1-cent sales tax 
which will be used to finance con- 
struction of a new jail. Attorney 
General Charles Graddick ruled last 
year that the county could not pass the 
tax to construct a jail; but Attorney 
Rowe has declared the attorney gen- 
eral’s opinion is wrong, and filed for 
declaratory judgment which would 
result in a final decision on the legality 
of the tax. 


Judge Jack Wallace has been named 
to hear a suit hrought »gainst the county 
by Dothan architect Joseph Donofro. 
Donofro declares he has a binding 
contract with the county for architect- 
ural work on a 40-prisoner jail to be 
constructed in the county. The com- 
mission decided that Donofro’s contract 
was on an old project to build a jail in 
Elba, and when the project was dropped 
the contract became void. In his suit, 
Donofro is asking for $150,000 or 6 
percent of construction costs in building 
a jail.

We talked last week with the construction supervisor for the 
new Hardees scheduled for Elba, and he said construction 
should be underway within a couple of weeks (about June 9) 
with opening set in the early Fall.

While on the subject of eating facilities we can touch a bit on 
the recurring stories of steakhouses looking at Elba, We have 
contacted officials of two of those reportedly looking at Elba 
and have gotten negative answers. Both said they were 
interested in expanding but the community lacked the 
population needed to support the specialty house. One we 
talked with was the man who actually makes the decision for 
his company, and he cited need forat least a 40,000 trade area 
needed to justify the expensive construction. 


Interest rates continue to climb with many experts now 
predicing the rates will climb higher than the records of 
several months ago. We don't have any cash to salt away on 
those high money market rates, and hope we can avoid 
borrowing any at the high rates currently being charged. 
Them that has it saved - we salute, and them who can afford

Office supply stores 
warned of bogus sales 


Bogus office supply 
houses continue to cause 
problems for businesses of 
all types - from churches to 
government offices - Attor- 
ney General Charles A. 
Graddick said recently. 

“The details may vary, 
but each of these bogus 
suppliers follows a _ basic 
pattern,’’ Graddick said. 


‘The business receives a 
call from someone saying he 
or she represents a supply 
house which has an over- 
supply of copier fluids, paper 
or even typewriter ribbon. 
The business is offered a 
substantial discount if it 
orders right away. The caller 
usually says the supplies are 
of a specific brand, which 
normally is used in the 
business's machines. 


“We do not know how 
the callers know what 
machines these businesses 
use,’ Graddick said. *‘Often 
they even ask to talk to the 
person who normally orders 
supplies by name. Some 
businesses, realizing what 
has happened, have refused 
the shipments. But many 
accept them and are stuck 
with an unusually large bill, 
as well as products which 
may not be compatible with 
their equipment,’’ Graddick 
said. 


“It appears that most*of 
these outfits are calling from 
out-of-state, so it is difficult 
to track them down and put a 
stop to this kind of ripoff. We 
need the cooperation of busi- 
nesses which are contacted."’ 


Graddick said 
who thinks his or her com- 


pany has been the victim of 


such a scheme should feport 
immediately to his office 
of Consumer Protection. He 
added that it is wise to deal 
only with regular suppliers, 
despite any fantastic dis- 
counts which may be offered.

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Family histories preserved 
in centuries-old folkcraft

Mary Marler quilted her 
first square when she was 
15-years-old. Sixty-five years 
later she estimates that more 
than 100 quilts have passed 
through her nimble fingers 
on their way to warming the 
beds of children, grandchil- 
dren, neighbors, and paying 
customers. 

‘My mother taught me 
how to quilt. She told me if I 
messed up my square, | 
would have to take it out and 
Start all over.’* 

But she didn't mess it up 
and, in fact, young Mary's 
mother was surprised at how 
well her daughter’s first 
attempt of red, white, and 
blue turned out. 

That was a time when 
homemade quilts were ne- 
cessities. During the harsh 
winters, there were no elec- 
tric blankets to snuggle un- 
der for warmth at night. If a 
person didn’t want to freeze 
to death during the course of 
the night, he had to crawl 
under layers of Mother's and 
Grandmother's handiworks. 

‘Mother said when I 
grew up there might not be 
any blankets to buy or money 
to buy them with. So she told 
me | better learn how to 
quilt.” 

Of Mrs. Marler’s five 
sisters, all but one devoted 


hours to learning the basics 
of this folkcraft from their 
mother. From those times 
gathered around the family 
quilting frame, Mrs. Marler 
passed the knowledge on to 
her daughters. But that is 
where the quilting tradition 
has stopped. So far none of 
her granddaughters have 
shown an interest in the 
craft. She said most of them 
work and actually don’t have 


the time to spend cutting out ° 


squares, piecing the squares 
together into a top, and then 
quilting the top to a lining. 

Over the years Mrs. Mar- 
ler, who lives at Route 1, 
Glenwood, has produced 
quilts of ali shapes, designs, 
colors, and fabrics--from the 
traditional Wedding Ring 
pattern to unique patterns 
she designed; from _ basic 
two-color cotton models to 
multi-color knit quilts. 

As emphasized by Mrs. 
Marler, there is no set pat- 
tern that a person must 
follow when making a quilt. 
Instead, she is free to let her 
imagination run loose. Quilt 
patterns are like ballads-- 
passed down from genera- 
tion to generation and moved 
from community to commun- 
ity over hundreds of miles. 
Among some of the more 
popular patterns are Wed- 
ding Ring, Double Wedding 
Ring, Attic Window, Monkey 


Wrench, Dutch Doll, Gate 
Latch, Lonely Star, Trip 
Around the Mountain, Rocky 
Road, Jacob’s Ladder, and 
Dutch Windmill. 

During the past few years 
quiltmaking, as well as many 
other folkcrafts, has been 
enjoying a revival of interest. 
The interest has been attri- 
buted to inflation necessita- 
ting more homemade items; 
or to people wanting an 
escape from the fast-paced 
electronic age and returning 
to “the old times’. But some 
describe the interest as re- 
volving around the simple 
fact that quilts are handmade 
by people for people. 

During Mrs. Marler’s 
earlier quilting years, quilt- 
ing bees were popular neigh- 
borhood activities. These ga- 
therings gave the women a 
chance to trade scraps, pat- 
terns, and tidbits of gossip. 

Mrs. Marler's favorite 
quilting partner was her 
sister-in-law. Through the 
years, they had completed 
more than 100 quilts until 
last spring when her 
sister-in-law had to retire 
from quilting because of a 
broken hip. 

“We had a lot of fun. It 
gave us a chance to catch up 
on our stories,’’ noted Mrs. 
Marler.

Aside from the friend- 
ships which stemmed from 
quilting bees, many customs 
and beliefs became a part of 
the handiwork. One old be- 
lief was, “if a young girl 
slept under a new quilt, she 
would dream of the boy she 
was going to marry."’ It also 
became customary for quilts 
to be passed down from one 
generation to another, as a 
means of preserving one’s 
heritage. 

Many often-told stories 
sometimes accompany these 
family heirlooms. Mrs. An- 
nabelle Wilks recounted a 
particularly interesting story 
about a quilt her mother 
made from old tobacco sacks. 
When doctors ordered Mrs. 
Wilks’ father to cut down on 
his smoking, he switched 
from store-bought cigarettes 
to rblling his own. He and his 
wife would carefully empty 
the tobacco from its pouch, 
then wash and dye the sack. 
The result was a beautiful 
pink tobacco sack quilt which 
has been passed on to Mrs. 
Wilks’ daughter.

Cooling period important 
for joggers’ good health 


As the summer season 
approaches and daylight 
hours lengthen, many winter 
recluses emerge to be seen 
jogging, playing tennis and 
enjoying other sports with 
renewed enthusiasm. The 
sports fever can do more 
than help the body, it can 
also be very harmful. 

Muscle strains are per- 
haps the most common of all 
injuries suffered during the 
early summer season before 
the body adjusts itself to a 
renewed physical regime. 
Acute strain can occur when 
muscles are suddenly pulled 
or twisted. Usually they re- 
sult from simple overuse of 
muscles that are out of condi- 
tion, leading to a form of 
stiffness and tenderness 
known as overuse myositis. 

Acute muscle strain can 
be easily recognized by the 
sudden onset of pain in the 
injured area often accom- 
panied by cramping, or more 
commonly called a ‘‘charley 
horse’. This is usually fol-

melanoma rate 


Alabama has the highest 
incidence of the most dan- 
gerous form of skin cancer-- 
called melanoma. But cancer 
specialists at the UAB Com- 
prehensive Cancer Center 
are now curing 80 percent of 
the patients they see with 
this disease. 

Dr. Charles M. Balch, 
chief of surgical oncology 
and associate director for 
clinical studies at the Cancer 
Center, spent five years stu- 
dying 700 melanoma patients 
to determine which should 
have limited surgery and 
which require more exten- 
sive surgery. 

Dr. Baich has earned an 
international reputation for 
his work in this field. 

Through a series of ana- 
lyses based on this study, he 
and colleague Dr. Sengjaw 
Soong were able to deter- 
mine which patients should 
have their lymph nodes re- 
moved along with the 
melanoma. 

They learned that the key 
indicator of the extent to 
which the body has been 
invaded by cancer is the 
thickness of the melanoma 
which is an abnormal growth 
or lesion resembling a mole. 

“One of the biggest 
gains,’’ said Dr. Balch, ‘‘is 
that patients who won't be- 
nefit are not put through the 
risk of multiple surgical pro- 
cedures. And for many pa- 
tients we don’t have to 
perform extensive surgery to 
assure them of a high cure 
rate. It’s a lot easier on 


them.,’’ 

A change in a mole is the 
key to early diagnosis. The 
lesion, although it occasion- 
ally may be colorless, usually 
is a dark brown or black 
mole-like growth which in- 
creases in size or color over a 
period of time. Itching, 
bleeding, redness, or a burn- 
ing sensation, as well as 
changes in size and color, 
can be warning signals. 


Early detection and treat- 
ment of these growths are 
essential because melanoma 
can spread through the blood 
and lymphatic system. The 
disease is highly curable if it 
is detected in its early 
phases. 

The reason that mela- 
noma and other forms of skin 
cancer are more prevalent in 
this area of the country is 
probably due to the more 
intense ultraviolet radiation 
from sunlight in the southern 
states. 


According to the Ala- 
bama Cancer Information 
Service, people with fair skin 
who do not tan easily should 
be particularly careful to 
avoid excessive sun expo- 
sure. It this is not possible, a 
sun screen lotion should be 
used. 

The CIS notes that per- 
sons with a family history of 
melanoma also should be 
especially watchful for warn- 
ing signs. Melanoma is most 
common in patients 40-70 
years of age, and the risk 
increases with age.

lowed by swelling and a large 
amount of heat in the injured 
muscle. Often, a bruise will 
appear in the area as the pain 
subsides, indicating that 
small blood vessels within 
the muscle, or muscle fibers 
themselves, have been torn. 

The Southeast Alabama 
Emergency Medical Services 
Council recommends _ that 
first-aid treatment of an 
acute muscle strain include 
application of an ice pack for 
the first few hours (20 min- 
utes on and 20 minutes off). 
This will counteract addi- 
tional swelling. After 24 
hours, hot moist packs or hot 
tub soaks will reduce pain 
markedly and promote heal- 
ing. To relieve the pain, two 
aspirin tablets (10 grains) 
should be taken every four to 
six hours taking care not to 
exceed recommended dos- 
age. Should pain and 
swelling fail to subside with- 
in 24 to 48 hours, or a 
fracture is suspected, a phy- 
sician should be consulted. 

Ideally, the best treat- 
ment is to anticipate the kind 
of muscle use that may lead 
to strain. The cooling down 
period following physical ex- 
ertion is as important as they 
actual exercise. 

Following are seyen cool 
down exercises recommen- 
ded for joggers: 

1. ARM CIRCLES--Stand 
with feet spread shoulder 
width apart. Rotate both

2. WING STRETCHES.- 
Stand erect with feet 2-3 
inches apart, hands in front 
and elbows raised to the 
side.

3. WAIST BEND--Stand 
with feet apart and hands on 
hips. Bend forward, head up, 
and try to put upper part of 
body parallel to the floor. 

4. SITTING TOE TOUCH 
Sit on floor with legs ex- 
tended in front of you, feet 
spread six to eight inches 
apart. Stretch arms and 
hands out in front. Bend 
trunk forward and extend 
hands as far as possible. 
Keep legs straight when 
reaching forward. 


5. SIDE LEG RAISES-- 
Lie full length with right side 
of body on floor. Lift leg up 
and down rapidly at least 12 
inches from the floor. Turn 
on left side and repeat with 
right leg. 

6. KNEE PRESS--Stand 
on one foot and pull the knee 
of opposite leg up into chest. 
As you pull knee into chest, 
raise up on toes of support- 
ing foot. 

7. TRUNK CIRCLES--- 
Stand with feet spread shoul- 
der width apart and hands on 
hips. Rotate trunk in a com- 
plete circle, bending as far as 
possible in every direction.

Don't Pay 
For Name 


Change 


Companies charging fees 
for changing the names of 
newly-married women on 
their social security cards are 
making a profit from opera- 
tions the Social Security 
Administration performs free 
of charge, Ronald White- 
head, manager of the Dothan 
Social Security Office, has 
reported. 

According to Whitehead, 
a company operating out of 
Dallas, Texas, is canvassing 
marriage records in certain 
States and offering to change 
the newlywed’s name on 
social security rolls for $10, 
and he considers this to be an 
exorbitant fee. 

“It's an extremely easy 
process,’’ he said. ‘*All any- 
one really has to do is contact 
our office and show us a 
marriage certificate or mar- 
riage license giving her old 
name and new name and fill 
out an application form for a 
new social security card.” 
This process can be com- 
pleted at any social security 
office or even by mail if the 
woman sends in her com- 
pleted application form along 
with proper documentation 
of her name change. 

Whitehead explained that 
other documents accepted as 
proof of name change include 
old and new driver’s li- 
censes, old and new utility 
bills showing the name 
change, or old and new bank 
Statements. The documents 
must be originals or certified 
copies; all documents will be 
returned to the owner. 

Whitehead said it. is 
important to have the correct 
name on your social security 
records, adding that failure 
to have one’s name changed 
with social security will delay 
the processing of your 
income tax refunds from IRS.
